Tobacco curing concerns facing 
Bracken and surrounding counties

The recent hot, dry, 
weather is causing con¬ 
cern for the quality of the 
tobacco crop for this year. 
Tobacco needs both dry 
conditions and moist con¬ 
ditions to make the proper 
chemical changes in the 
leaf to create the colors and 
qualities the companies 
want in the tobacco. 

If the weather is espe¬ 
cially dry during the first 
3-4 weeks, the tobacco 
may dry too fast, causing a 
greenish or “piebald” color 
to be set in the leaf. If this 
is the case, close all doors 
in the daytime to retain all 
moisture possible and open 
at night to let any humid¬ 
ity in the barn. Cool, dry, 
windy weather during late 
September and early Octo¬ 
ber can cause abnormally 
fast curing, resulting in a 
greenish color being set 
in leaves that are still in 
the green or yellow-green 
stage. Whenever the air 
temperature drops below 
60°F and tobacco is still in 
the green and yellow stage 
of curing, the ventilator 
doors should be closed to 
reduce the effects of this 
“cold” weather. During 
periods of high humidity 
ventilators should remain 
open. 

At this point, we need 
to get moisture into the 
bams that are curing too 


fast. In addition to opening 
the barns at night, research 
has shown good results by 
wetting the floors of bams to 
add moisture. Keep in mind 
that muddy conditions in the 
barn can impact leaf quality 
when the crop is taken down 
to prepare it for market. 
Know the limitations of us¬ 
ing this practice. A change in 


the weather pattern will help 
the most with rain events to 
add moisture to the tobacco 
in the bams. 

According to David Ap- 
pelman, CEA for Ag and 
Natural Resources at the 
Bracken County Extension 
Office, about 1,400-1,500 
acres of tobacco were grown 
in Bracken County this year. 


Of that, nearly 80% has 
been cut and hung in barns. 
A number of producers are 
still facing labor challeng¬ 
es in finding help to get the 
remainder of the tobacco 
crops in. Luckily, disease 
wise, Bracken County to¬ 
bacco crops have not had 
much of problem this year.

This 
is an annual national effort to 
underscore energy’s impor¬ 
tance to our prosperity, secu¬ 
rity and environment. 

Energy efficiency means 
performing the same job us¬ 
ing less energy. New technol¬ 
ogies and processes make this 
possible. Energy efficiency is 
the fastest and cheapest solu¬ 
tion for reducing energy use, 
saving money and preventing 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

The energy used for 
heating and cooling a home 
is weather dependent. Pre¬ 
paring your home for the 
heating season is an annual 
event. Tune up your heating 
system for the winter and 
check weather-stripping and 
caulking too. You can learn 
if your home is using more 
energy compared to a simi¬ 
lar home by completing an 
online home energy self-as¬ 
sessment. A home that has a 
high energy use might bene¬ 
fit from energy upgrades like 
adding insulation or sealing 
air leaks. 

Your behaviors deter¬ 
mine your home’s base load 
energy use. You can reduce 
your energy use and lower 
your energy costs by chang¬ 
ing your behaviors.

Scouting for a 
successful deer hunt 

Work, family and school 
commitments can leave little 
free time in a day, but hunt¬ 
ers can help themselves by 
carving out some time to 
scout an area. 

Kentucky’s archery sea¬ 
son for deer is underway 
with the crossbow, youth- 
only firearm, muzzleloader 
and modern gun deer sea¬ 
sons still to come. So there’s 
time to find a place to hunt 
and scout it. 

“I think it increases your 
odds of success and your 
chances for a big deer,” said 
Chad Miles, an avid deer 
hunter and executive direc¬ 
tor of the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation. 

Studying topographical 
maps and satellite imagery 
is a good first step to learn¬ 
ing the lay of the land and 
scouting more efficiently. 
But there’s no substitute for 
personal experience; walk¬ 
ing the terrain; seeing where 
the deer bed, what’s avail¬ 
able for them to eat and what 
routes they travel. 

“If you can spend enough 
time at the property, know 
how deer move through it,” 
said David Yancy, deer bi¬ 
ologist with Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “Where are 
the chokepoints? Know the 
creek drainage pattern. The 
low spot on the ridgeline? 
That’s where they’re going 
to cross because it’s less ef¬ 
fort. Those kinds of things 
are important during gun 
season.”

Miles prefers scouting 
around midday and no clos¬ 
er than two weeks before he 
plans to hunt. Any later risks 
spooking the deer. To limit 
human scent left behind, 
wear rubber boots and be 
mindful about touching or 
handling tree branches and 
leaves. Some may prefer to 
wear scent control clothing 
or spray. 

Tracks, droppings and 
hair caught on fencing are 
tell-tale signs deer are in the 
area. Rub lines and scrapes 
are additional clues that 
show up as deer transition 
from their summer pattern. 
Deer become less visible in 
open spaces as acorns begin 
to hit the ground and the rut 
approaches. After the rut, 
available food sources and 
cover become all-important. 

“If you’re not hunting 
big, timbered areas, you’re 
looking for bottleneck areas 
where you’ve got thickets 
near fence lines that con¬ 
nect forage areas,” Miles 
said. “Big deer are going to 
do their absolute best to re¬ 
main out of sight as much as 
they can until the rut makes 
them crazy. They’re going to 
slip through those little areas 
where they’re going to be 
visible the least amount of 
time. I’m looking for those 
types of areas if I’m scout¬ 
ing for gun season.” 

A handheld Global Po¬ 
sitioning System (GPS) is 
a handy tool that can help 
a hunter keep track of these 
key spots and potential tree 
stand locations.

stand location, note the wind 
direction. This is easily ac¬ 
complished with wind di¬ 
rection powder or by simply 
crumbling a dried leaf and 
tossing it into the air. Check¬ 
ing the weather online the 
day of a hunt can help deter¬ 
mine where to set up. 

“The quicker you can 
get to that stand and get your 
scent off the ground and 
create as little disturbance 
as possible, the best chance 
you’re going to be success¬ 
ful going after that big deer,” 
Miles said. 

On wildlife manage¬ 
ment areas and Otter Creek 
Outdoor Recreation Area, 
hunters may use a portable 
stand or climbing device as 
long as it does not injure a 
tree. Nails, spikes, screw-in 
devices, wire or tree climb¬ 
ers cannot be used to attach 
a tree stand or climb a tree. 
Portable stands may not be 
placed in a tree more than 
two weeks before opening 
day and must be removed 
within a week after the last 
day of each hunting period. 
The hunter’s name and ad¬ 
dress should be clearly 
marked on the portable 
stand. 

Archery season for 
deer in Kentucky continues 
through Jan. 19, 2015. Hunt¬ 
ers set September harvest 
records in each of the past 
three seasons and the num¬ 
bers indicate this season is 
off to another strong start. 
Archers reported taking 
more than 3,100 deer as of 
Sept. 18 with antlered deer 
making up roughly one third 
of the harvest total. 

Scouting after the sea¬ 
son can help a hunter get a 
leg up on the following year, 
but it’s important to be mind¬ 
ful of season dates. If scout¬ 
ing during the modem gun, 
muzzleloader and youth fire¬ 
arm deer seasons, or a fire¬ 
arm elk or firearm bear sea¬ 
son, wearing hunter orange 
is highly recommended. 

The crossbow deer sea¬ 
sons are Oct. 1-19 and Nov. 
8 -Dec. 31, while the youth- 
only firearms season for 
deer is Oct. 11-12. Muzzle- 
loader season is Oct. 18-19 
and Dec. 13-21. Statewide 
modem gun deer season 
opens Nov. 8 and continues 
through Nov. 17 or Nov. 23, 
depending on the zone.

Perhaps a few of these 
students will be interested in 
replacing these two ‘aging’ 
recycling enthusiasts as 
future Bracken County Solid 
Waste Coordinators! 

Another call questioned 
the process to obtain one of the 
large brown Rumpke Trash 
cans. Rumpke’s Customer 
Service can be contacted by 
calling 1-877-786-7537 to get 
the ‘cart’ rolling so to speak! 
The 96-gallon containers 
can be rented from Rumpke 
for an additional $3.50 per 
month which is added to 
the customer’s bill for those 
on rural routes in Bracken 
County. Those customers 
in the cities of Augusta and 


Brooksville who rent these 
containers receive a separate 
bill from Rumpke for the 
rental fee because these 
city entities send out a bill 
for utilities, and rental fees 
are not considered utilities. 
New trash cans are available 
for purchase from Rumpke 
for $95 plus tax and while 
the representative will not 
tell you, there are used 
cans for sale depending on 
availability. If interested in 
purchasing a used can for $65 
plus tax, you need to ask the 
representative if there are any 
used containers available. 
Ownership of the cans also 
brings the responsibility 
of maintenance of the 
containers but the Municipal/ 
Public Sector Representative 
that we spoke with said that 
he had used the same trash 
can for twenty years before 
replacing it. Whether you 
purchase or rent a can, there 
are no additional charges for 
delivery. 

While researching www. 
rumpke.com for information, 
we were directed to several 
interesting articles and 
videos relating to recycling, 
composting and trash pickup. 
This site is a good resource 
for teachers and parents to 
help their children learn 
from a company whose 
business it is to reap the 
benefits of good stewardship 
practices. Rumpke’s policy 
of educational commitment 
revolves around a Chinese 
proverb which states: “If 
you are thinking one year 
ahead, sow a seed. If you are 
thinking 10 years ahead, plant 
a tree. If you are thinking 
100 years ahead, educate the 
people.” 

Once again our area 
mourns the loss of a dedicated 
community servant.

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Weed control options for pastures 
following a dry summer

Dry weather conditions 
in many parts of Kentucky 
this past summer may have 
resulted in grazed pastures 
with areas of thin vegetative 
cover and bare soil. Many 
of these areas already have 
evidence of weedy vegetation 
such as common ragweed 
and other summer annuals. 
As these plants die back natu¬ 
rally, cool-season weeds will 
sprout: chickweed, henbit 

and purple deadnettle will fill 
the voids. Other weeds such 
as buttercup and musk thistle 
will likely be more prevalent 
in the next spring. 

One option to tackle weed 
problems is to apply broadleaf 
pasture herbicides in mid to 
late fall or early next spring. 
However, herbicides alone 
may not be the best solution 
to revitalize pastures for the 
next grazing season. 

The first step to deter¬ 
mining your weed manage¬ 
ment options is to do a critical 
evaluation of pasture fields. 
Not only do you need to take 
an inventory of the current 
weeds present, but you also 
need to scout the field to look 
for any developing weed prob¬ 
lems in their seedling growth 
stages. Identify areas of the 
field with potential problems 
such as musk or other bien¬ 
nial thistles, poisonous hem¬ 
lock, buttercup and common 
chickweed. Also, you should 
assess the growth of desirable 
forage grasses and legumes. 

Your primary question 
then becomes—does the ex¬ 
isting stand of desirable for¬ 
ages appear adequate and po¬ 
tentially competitive enough 
against any emerging weed 
problems? If the forage stand 
is acceptable and weed pres¬ 
sure is light, the best course 
of action likely is to follow 
routine pasture management 
practices. However, if you 
see developing weed prob¬ 
lems, you may want to take 
action to begin correcting the 
problem. In some cases, you 
may have no good solutions 
to correct all your weed prob¬ 
lems. Here are some points to 
consider as you make those 
decisions. 

After you evaluate the 
pasture, you must decide 
whether to drill or overseed 
more forages into existing 
pasture to improve the stand 


of desirable forage grasses or 
to spray herbicides to control 
emerging broadleaf weeds. 
You will not be able to do 
both at the same time since 
most pasture herbicides have 
the potential to injure newly 
emerging forage grasses or 
legumes. 

For pasture herbicides 
that contain only 2, 4-D, gen¬ 
eral recommendations are to 
wait four to six weeks after 
spraying before reseeding 
forage crops. Other broad¬ 
leaf herbicides may require 
waiting six months or more 
between the application and 
seeding forage legumes; make 
sure and check the label of 
the specific herbicide product 
you use. As a general rule of 
thumb, if you decide to spray 
this fall, you will need to wait 
until next spring before seed¬ 
ing additional forages. If you 
reseed first, then you should 
wait until the new seedlings 
have well-established root 
systems before applying her¬ 
bicides. It’s important to note 
that anytime you use broad¬ 
leaf herbicides, you’ll likely 
kill any clovers or other de¬ 
sirable legumes in the treated 
areas. 

One alternative to consid¬ 
er in some situations is using a 
total-pasture renovation tech¬ 
nique to control or suppress 
growth of the weedy vegeta¬ 
tion followed by interseeding 
more forage grasses or le¬ 
gumes. This assumes that you 
don’t need the field for graz¬ 
ing animals until the newly 
seeded forages become well 
established. In this approach, 
you apply an herbicide prod¬ 
uct containing either paraquat 
or glyphosate to “bum back” 
or kill all existing vegetation 
before reseeding. Since para¬ 
quat and glyphosate have no 
soil-residual activity, you can 
immediately interseed desir¬ 
able forages into the soil after 
herbicide application. 

Yet another course of ac¬ 
tion is a “wait and see” ap¬ 
proach. But, keep in mind that 
weeds are much easier to con¬ 
trol when they are small and 
immature. Although you have 
several options to consider 
for managing weed problems 
in the fall, few of these op¬ 
tions are viable without some 
badly needed rainfall.

State Urges Propane Customers 
to Plan Now for Winter 


The Kentucky Energy 
and Environment Cabinet 
(EEC) and Kentucky’s pro¬ 
pane industry are taking pro¬ 
active steps to ensure that ad¬ 
equate propane supplies are 
available to meet the needs 
of Kentuckians this coming 
winter. 

“The most effective 
short-term actions that sup¬ 
pliers and customers can take 
are to participate in fall fill 
programs,” said EEC Secre¬ 
tary Len Peters. “Weather is 
a dominant influence in the 
demand for propane — cold- 
er-than-normal winters both 
increase demand and nega¬ 
tively impact deliverability. 
Current weather forecasts 
indicate that we’ll experi¬ 
ence another strong winter 
for the region and we want 
to make sure customers are 
prepared.” 

Tod Griffin, executive 
director of the Kentucky 
Propane Gas Association, 
pointed out that the issue is 
not supply but getting the 
propane to where it is need¬ 
ed. “Propane production has 
increased significantly; the 
problem is bottlenecks due 
to lack of adequate storage 
and transportation infrastruc¬ 
ture.” Griffin said the pro¬ 
pane industry strongly urges 
consumers to: 

1. Fill storage tanks now, 
before the cold weather hits. 
Many dealers have pre-buy 
or summer fill programs that 
encourage customers to top- 
off before the high-demand 
season starts. 

2. Sign up for automatic 
delivery rather than being a 
“will call” customer. This al¬ 
lows dealers to better sched¬ 
ule delivery trucks and helps 
ensure that the customer 
won’t run out of propane. 

3. Sign up for budget 
payment plans. This helps 
the customer spread the pay¬ 
ments for propane over sev¬ 


eral months. 

4. Monitor your tank. 
Know how much you have 
left in the tank. Unless your 
dealer requests otherwise, 
call when the level hits 25 
percent. This will allow your 
dealer to schedule you for a 
refill in a timely manner. 

5. Have a professional 
perform tune-ups/mainte- 
nance on equipment and ap¬ 
pliances to increase fuel ef¬ 
ficiency. 

“We have become in¬ 
creasingly concerned with 
the likelihood of propane de¬ 
livery disruptions during the 
coming winter,” said Secre¬ 
tary Peters. “A wetter-than- 
normal fall and increased 
grain production have the 
potential to increase demand 
for propane used in grain 
drying, particularly in the 
Midwestern corn belt.” 

This was a key factor in 
the propane shortages Ken¬ 
tucky experienced last year. 
The unprecedented demand 
for propane for grain drying 
and home heating during the 
2013-14 winter season led to 
temporary price surges and 
strained both Kentucky’s and 
the nation’s transportation 
infrastructure, even as U.S. 
propane production reached 
all-time highs. 

Secretary Peters also rec¬ 
ommended that homeowners 
seal and insulate their homes 
for increased efficiency and 
comfort in both winter and 
summer.

So, will we see the newest 
crybaby get an apology too? 


Citizen Chelsea Clinton had 
a baby last week. A girl. A New 
York Post headline heralded 
the arrival with a question: 
Another liberal crybaby for 
Dem Clintons? 

Tasteless, but clever, don’t 
you think? We snicker (or not) 
and move on to feeding the 
kids, keeping an eye on prices 
at the pump. 

Here’s the question: How 
long before Post editors extend 
an apology to the first-time 
mother? In New York? At least 
not until well after Derek Jeter’s 
deification by Popes Benedict 
and Francis. 

In Kentucky, crybaby is 
a far more serious matter. The 
idea made into a cartoon of a 
ball coach as crybaby, well, this 
rates up there with War On Coal 
and The Affordable Care Act.

A Louisville Courier- 
Journal’s executive editor 
hurried forth to apologize to 
University of Kentucky ball 
coach John Calipari the other 
day because of a cartoon on 
front of the newspaper’s sports 
section.

The 
Courier-Journal’s apology to 
a ball coach, coupled with 
the newspaper’s sagging 
circulation, makes us wonder - 
is this a prelude to our state Old 
Faithful newspaper headed the 
way of the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune (become a tri-weekly 
in June 2013)? Turning its profit 
emphasis to web site news? 


coach Jim Boeheim revealed 
that earlier this year, Calipari 
complained to him that Mike 
Krzyzewski was getting unfair 
access to recruits by coaching 
Team USA. In a marvelous 
understatement, Boeheim said 
Calipari was being ‘a little bit 
disingenuous.’ 

These instances, coupled 
with Calipari’s frequently 
seen whining to officials 
during games (ejected at South 
Carolina March 1), show 
Kentucky’s coach is exactly 
as he was lampooned by the 
Courier-Journal guy. Seems the 
cartoonist is the only non-villain 
in this entire teapot tempest. 

Fall out? The Courier- 
Journal has kneeled to The Man 
in Kentucky. The newspaper 
has at the least earned reader 
suspicion of being a Calipari 
house organ. Meanwhile, 
Calipari in Kentucky is already 
showered with enough hero 
worship to get himself elected 
Senate Majority Leader ahead 
of McConnell. And, his grip on 
media is even tighter. 

Leaves one to wonder what 
else could this man have to 
whine about? 

Meanwhile, we will keep a 
close eye out for the New York 
Post’s next edition and, perhaps 
one or two after that, for its 
apology to the new mother in its 
midst.
